THE QLORIOLS UNCERTAINTY. 
Tin idraihiilralLofi of Uw it ofttn op- 
poaetl to the priocipfca of juttic* and 
comniun kiut, but itUom to glwinglj aa 
ii iii in thr cue of WiujaM T#»«»nn, 
tued I* »eek for Jarcruy *nd cmbtxile- 
menl, ud twice acquitted ly dirtttioa ef 
I lie preiiding Judge. 

The facta uf the ckac were ury simple. 
TuwHca i) waa accountant to the Comtntl- 
CtaJ Bank, and wti in toe habit of taking 
the plau of the receiving teller for a 
ihortlime whenever thai officer had occa- 
•ion lo be temporarilj abienl. Un 
the 10th June tail, Mr. R. Juubstubi 
went to the Rank W make a depisit, and 
handed to TowaaaiD, who wis at thai 
Uir,c behind the counter, mo £.iQ notei , 
thete notei ToiuM n put lotu h» pocket, 
and by ineana of fraud ulem entnei cop- 
trtied that the amount ihuuld be placed 
to Mr. Joiinatbnw'b credit in the ledger 
and not pais through the other booki. A 
few dayi after Ihit, frum information 
which had reached the directors, Tow Haws 
waa queationed, when he coofeaard to 
baling commiited tbe fraud above men- 
tioned, and varioua otheri, aniouttling in 
all to j£92G0, and ugued a paper evutain- 
ing a atate iqept to tbatehTect. 

On theae facta, an ludtctment charging 
Town«»D wilh atealing aSlit, the pro- 
perty of RoacaT JoHNi.oita, wai tried in 
the Supreme Cuurt on Thurida*, whfa 
Mr. Juiticr OiCKHraoM directed an ac- 
quiltil, on the ground that TohbOp 
could nut be aaid to have ilokn inyihing 
fruiu Mr. JoHiriToir, fur thai gentlraian 
had loat nothing , the monr)- paid by btm 
lotu the bank having been duly filled to 
hn ctrdtl in hit pa.t book. 

On Ihe Friday, Twmhh waa indicted 
for Ihe embemlement of £50, the pruperty 
uf hii maitei, Ihe Commercial Hank, 
which bad come- into bu po .serai on by 
virtue of hii office ai a clerk in that rs 
tahlnhinrnt. The facli at to the appro- 
priation of the money were ondiipuled ; 
but Mr. Dvoud, who wai the Managing 
Direclur of the Bank at the time, Haled 
that TuwuiBO had no right to act aa 
receiring lellrr — Utat aaaccounlui he had 
no right to leare hit ledgers, and that he 
(Mr, D.) had meeral timut repmttJ 
C'owHBMii> for acting ai teller. Chief 
Juatice rJraitea eunnidered ihat (hii eii- 
deni-e enlilled the primner In an aKjuillal, 
fui it prui-ed, iaid the learned J una ; not 
only thai Tbibihd did not obtain Ihe 
money by eirtut of hii office, ai a clerk in 
the bank, but that be reecired it ta sppo- 
juionluhii o*3ce,aiiJ H» Hl.mob therefore 
directed bu acquittal, and a second timr 
waa Towiaitri declared to lie not guilty, 
although he had himeelf aigned a paper, 
acknowledging that In did com mil the 
fraud with ablcJi he waa charged. 

There nan be no doubt that the eli- 
de ace given by Mr. Uiot in, that he had 
■everar limei reproved Toi'imi for 
acting u teller, bad an effect upon 
the Cmtr J in i icy.', mind, and induced 
i him lo hold that the indictment could 
I not be lUitainrd. This e*id»nte, vie 
mutt confeu, we look upon with great 
suspicion j it war very un porta n I, but was 
not mentiuned by Mr. Di ut in on the first 
trial, nor wai it ila'.edoii the second day, 
until after Mr. Ukuii in arguing a point 
of law as to the admissibility of the evi- 
dence, positively staled id so many words 
that if Mr, Duouia had reproved Town - 
awn it would put the proatcutiorj out of 
Court, and then Mr. D Louin remem- 
bered having several times reproved tbe 
prisoner , but if this were I be case_i/,in 
stead of in being; Ihe common practice 
fur Tawweao to lake the teller's place 
{which would appear from thervtdence of 
Ihe other witnttwi) he did so act 
contrary to Mr. Duou n't wish, and in 
spile of his reproufa, turely it waa Mr, 
DuauiD i duly to have reported the mat 
tar to the Directors, and have had nun 
punished for hit contumacious conduct, 
but as tiiit wap never done, wc incline to 
the opinion that Mr. Dcni in'i memuty 
has deceived him, and that he never did 
reptuve Tuuhind in the way he slated. 

But admitting Ihat this evidence was 
elnclly correct, we do not see how it can 
be slid to affect (he principle of the ease, 

Can any one for a momrnl anert that 
j this money did nut come intu ToKKHni 
possession by " virtue of hit office"' as a 
clerk in the CtirnmerciaJ Bank 7 True, 
hii special duliri were to keep the ledgrr, 
but could he have received the money if 
he had not been a clerk in Lhe Bank I — 
would Ihe flank have been respon- 
sible for the money if he had ni>L 
received it by virtue of hit uffice ' — was 
i( not by virtue of hie office ih.n he got 
behind the Hank counter v — and, stripping 
(he question of any attempt at nyslih'ca- 
,tli)0, we would aak if il be possible 
to dnd twelve men who, if lhe quest on 
! were put to them would not at 
once uy that it waa hy virtue 
of hit office, and by virtue of his office 
only, that he became poiseued of the 
money which he stole > 

The decision of the Court in this case 
has caused much dismay among mer- 
cantile men. They scarcely know when 
or bow they may entrust tbeir clerk* and 
arrvanta, -ind we suppose that, nearly 
as the close of the present session ii af- 
p ta >cbing (he Legittative Council will 
nD r. be allowed to separate until some 
attempt his brra miJr M amend lb* law.
